andthe wirrv? would receive an additional beauty 
and perfeftion from thetenergy of government; but 
that the bleffings of focicty areconneéted with the 
Capacity of defencé by fuch a fixed dependency, 
that the abfence of the latrer would deftroy the very 
being of the former, and would render the moft exe 
cellent laws and conftitutions totally inefficacious. 

A youhg empire, with the extenfive advantages

contracts. Whentherefore the Creditor petitions 
that honourable Body, Congrefs, in their Judicial 
Capacity, muft decide upon that petition acecrding 
toLaw; if the Debt is due they muft grant it of 
courf. The 8th article of the comiederation hos 
peinted out their mode of preceeding: they muft 
apply to the feveral ftates, and by the fame articles, 
which have been ratified by them, the fistes have 
covenanted to fupply the treafury of Congieis with 





moncy for the ¢ p: yinent of all thcfe Debts, for which 
Congres have hitherto become indebted to indivicw 
ais. When thefe requifitions of Congrefs he befors 


the Legilatures of the feveral fates, they muft a‘ 
ina Judics al capacity. They canmake no dav a- 
bout them. ‘i hey are only to declare that which 
arifes trom the contract, and the demand. If then 
the demand is included in the contrat, they muft- 
either ackiiowiedge and grant it, or, by retuting, 
do that which amounts to a Rebellion——an open 
breach of the Articles ef Confederation. 
After the Legiflature im their judicial Capacity 
have acknowledged the debt to Congrefs, or to an 
Individual, they may then deliberate, they may 
Legifiate, with refpect to the mode of payment. 
This they ought to make fatisfaftory to the credi- 
tor, and as eafy as poffible to the Citizens. It cer- 
tainly muft be a fhameto a Nation, not to makeas 
fatisfactcry payments to thofe to whom it is indebt- 
ed, as Individuals are ob) ged by the Laws of that 
Nation to make te cach other. Jt would be a re- 
fie ion upon the ftates which an honeft man would 
iavdly darete make, to cail their ability into quef- 
tion.
